Brown: will lead 
California from 
crisis of spirit' 


SACRAMENTO (UPh — Edmund G Brown Jr , promising to “ accomplish all 
that can be accomplished," today took the oath of office as the 34th governor of 
California and the youngest chief executive in 112 years 
The 36-year-old bachelor, already mentioned in speculation as a potential 
presidential contender in 1976. became the third Democrat this century to govern 
the nation's most populous state 


As a cold drizzle fell in the state 
capital, Brown declared the problems 
facing Californians "are not just the 
energy crisis and the economy, but 
rather a crisis of the spirit The lack of 
ability to mobilize and to regain all that 
we have has been because of a lack of 
leadership " 
“ As I embark on this obviously 
difficult job which will not be entirely in 
my control or yours,” he told about 
1.000 persons at a breakfast, “ together 
we can accomplish all that can be 
accomplished so that this state can be 
what it always was —a model for the 
country and the country a model for the 
world. * 


Brown left the cavernous Sacramento 
Convention Center, where the breakfast 
was held, following his brief remarks for 
swearing-in 
ceremonies 
in 
the 
jampacked Assembly chamber of the 
Capitol. 


The slightly more than one-hour 
breakfast brought together new and 
familiar faces to launch Brown’s career 
as governor, including state legislative 
leaders, state Supreme Court justices 
and highest-level members of his new 
cabinet

Tax reforms urged 
Greenspan warns recession 
may not clear up this year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford’s chief econo­ 
mist warned today that recovery from the recession may 
not begin as predicted in the second half of 1975 and even a 
big tax cut will do little to hasten it 
Testifying before Congress’ Joint Economic Committee, 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, predicted that unemployment will reach 8 per 
cent this year This was a revision of his earlier forecast of a 
7.7 percent. 
Greenspan said the downturn in the economy came more 
quickly than the administration anticipated and recovery 
may come more slowly than many private economists 
predict 
He said models designed to predict the behavior of the 
economy show that a tax cut of $10 billion to $15 billion —as 
has been widely proposed —would not make “ any radical 
changes" in the unemployment rate over the short haul 
He declined to discuss what Ford would propose when he 
goes before Congress in two weeks with his State of the 
Union message. But he hinted that Ford would propose 
something dramatic 
“ It's terribly important to dissipate the extraordinary 
state of gloom and lack of confidence," Greenspan said, 
blaming the recession partially on the downturn in public 
confidence. 
"The very suddenness of the decline has made 
developments beyond the first quarter (of 1975) extremely 
difficult to gauge, but essentially we still foresee a 
bottoming out in economic activity by midyear," Greenspan 
said. 
“ The timing and the strength of the ensuing recovery is 
still very uncertain " 
Most economists are predicting that the nation's economy 
will pick up toward the end of the year, especially if, as 
expected, the government provides economic stimulation 
through tax cuts and heavy deficit spending. 


But Greenspan expressed no confidence that this will 
happen although he did foresee a turnaround for the hard-hit 
automobile and housing industries and the selling off of 
heavy inventory accumulations which have depressed 
business. 
These developments, he said, “ should begin to lift total 
production in the economy during the second half of the 
year, but the recovery is unlikely to provide much of a 
reduction in unemployment this year.” 
Greenspan was more optimistic on the price front. He 
said wholesale prices of raw materials have been stable 
since July, compared with an almost 50 per cent increase in 
the proceeding year and as a result a slowdown in inflation 
may be expected. 
Predictions are difficult to make, he said, but “ a rate of 
inflation in the 6 to 7 per cent range by mid-1975 now appears 
plausible, and this represents a major change in the outlook 
from a few short months ago.” 
Greenspan blamed the recession partly on inflation. He 
said inflation made consumers extremely cautious about 
making big purchases and caused them to set aside more for 
future expenses such as paying for a college education.

Sunday recommended cutting personal income 
taxes by $10 billion within the next 60 days. He said such a 
cut could be accomplished either by giving low and middle 
income groups a $225 tax credit or reducing social security 
payroll deductions. 


"One of the primary sources of our economic troubles 
today is there is not enough purchasing power by the 
average middle class family in this country," Ruess said in 
a televised interview (CBS-TV’s “ Face the Nation"). “ We 
do need a tax cut."

Vandalism at Lompoc Truck Co., and 
incidents on the picket line at Johns- 
Manville Products Co., marred labor 
relations as the lockout of workers 
completed its fourth week 
George Vance, owner of the trucking 
firm at 300 North G St., reported an 
estimated $2,850 damage Saturday night 
to tarpaulins and ropes used on trucks 
parked in the company parking lot. The 
company hauls products for J-M. 
J-M locked its doors to members of 
Local 
146, 
International 
Chemical 
Workers Union, on Dec. 9 when workers 
failed to ratify a final salary package 
offer of the company. The old labor 
contract expired on Oct. 24, but the 
unionists 
stayed 
on 
the 
job 
and 
continued to work until they were finally 
locked out. 
Police and sheriff’s officials today 
were 
investigating 
a 
number 
of 
incidents that marred the peace over 
the weekend. 
Vance reported on Saturday that some 
nails had been placed on the J-M access 
road in front of his trucks. There were 
no reports of damage to tires, however. 
A Southern Pacific Railroad official 
reported on Saturday also that someone 
had placed a piece of a steel rail across 
the J-M access line about a half mile 
north of the plant. The rail was 
apparently removed without serious 


incident. It was the second known 
vandalism involving obstructions placed 
across the single track line into the 
company plant. 
On Saturday night, sheriff's officials 
say a patrol car driven by Dep Ron 
Secrease nudged a picket, Larry G. 
Johnson, apparently after the deputy 
had stopped to warn pickets about the 
dangers of standing in roadway as they 
marched in front of the plant. Johnson 
reportedly declined medical attention at 
the scene Deputies reported the patrol 
car front bumper, bumped into the 
picket as he walked in front of the 
vehicle. 
Today sheriff’s deputies arrested one 
union member for allegedly kicking cars 
that were being driven into the plant 
grounds; and later arrested two more 
unionists for allegedly placing spikes on 
the J-M access road. All the charges 
against the arrestees were listed as 
misdemeanors. 


The deadlock between the company 
and the union has persisted despite 
efforts of a federal mediator and despite 
the personal intervention of Lompoc 
Mayor E.C. Stevens. At issue are wages, 
fringe benefits and the extension of 
incentive pay to workers not now 
covered. 


Federal mediator Frank Allen has 
said a new meeting between the two 
parties may be a long way off.

Water, garbage service rate hikes before council 


A bookend pair of public hearings on slimmed down rate 
boost proposals for city water and garbage collection 
service will kick off a 7:30 p.m. session of the Lompoc City 
Council tomorrow night. 
Later, under unfinished business, the panel will hear a 
committee recommendation that home owners in new 
subdivisions be allowed to substitute their own front yard 
beautification plans, if approved by a city committee, in 
place of city street trees planted on city-owned strips of land 
in front of their homes. 
The meeting will take place at City Hall Auditorium, in 
the rear at 119 West Walnut Avenue, and is open to the 
public. 
City staffers came to the Dec 3 council meeting asking 
for an increase in garbage collection rates from $2.50 to 
$3.50 per month and a full 80 per cent boost in the cost of 
city water. The water rate jump proposal had come out of 
meetings of the City Water Commission. But the council 
rebuffed 
these 
two 
proposals 
and 
instructed 
City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers to come back in a month with 
a drastically trimmed rate hike program. 
Tomorrow night, Wahlers will recommend that garbage 
rates be increased 50 cents next month and another 50 cents 
in December, amounting to a 16.7 per cent increase, or $5 
per residence for the whole year. 
Wahlers will also recommend that the council initiate

once weekly garbage collection. Garbage is now collected 
twice weekly here. If this is done, the December hike can be 
cut to 35 cents, he reports. Even with the full increase, city 
garbage operations would fail to take in enough to provide 
necessary revenue for 
landfill improvements, the 
administrator will report. 
Whether or not the council buys the idea of going to once 
weekly collection on an immediate trial basis or elects to 
study the idea further, residential garbage collection rates 
will probably be upped to $3 per month beginning in 
February. 
Several months ago, the city contracted with Brown and 
Caldwell Co. of Alhambra to review the city water system 
improvements recommended by another consulting firm, 
Koebig and Koebig. The resulting financial plan called for 
an 80 per cent boost in city water rates to fund a water 
storage tank to improve city peak water flow during fires 
and droughts, Olive Avenue water pipe lines and other 
improvements. 
Tomorrow, Wahlers will recommend a trimmed down 
rate boost of about 34 per cent, which will be enough to 
construct the storage tank and Olive Avenue lines if other 
spending projects are delayed 
The home beautification recommendation to be aired 


before the council will be a product of several meetings of 
an ad hoc committee appointed by Mayor E C. Stevens to 
review complaints of some residents of West Hickory 
Avenue The Hickory home owners rebelled after city crews 
planted street trees in front of their homes in city-owned 
yard-side parkways. Under the recommendation, home 
owners along Hickory Avenue or any other city street in 
new subdivisions, may have the city get rid of the city 
street trees fronting their homes if their own front yard 
beautification program has been approved by the city 
Architectural Review Committee. 
These proposed changes have been approved by the city 
Beautification Committee and city staff and will be 
submitted to council in final form in 30 days. To speed 
matters up for disgruntled Hickory Avenue home owners, 
Wahlers will recommend tomorrow that these residents be 
appraised of the plan and be allowed to begin having their 
private beautification plans approved in order to rid 
themselves of the unwanted trees 


In other business the council will > 
— Consider amending a city ordinance so that the city will 
receive 100 per cent of one per cent of sales taxes collected 
within the city. Before the County Board of Supervisors 


bowed to the wishes of the mayors of the county’s cities, the 
county collected two per cent of one per cent of the city 
collected sales tax, leaving 98 per cent to Lompoc. The 
difference will amount to about $10,000 per year added to 
city revenues. 
— Consider an ordinance creating a five member City 
Youth Commission with members appointed by the City 
Council. Regular members of the panel are to be under the 
age of 21. The panel’s duties would include providing a 
communications link between the council and the city’s 
youth as well as making youth related recommendations to 
the council. 
— View and consider a tentative map for a 64 unit single 
family residential subdivision between an extension of 
Cherry Ave. and North Ave. and west of X Street. 
— Consider a resolution supporting the tri-county 
Commission for Senior Citizens as an agency on aging under 
the Older Americans Act. 
— Consider the second reading and consideration for 
adoption of an ordinance rezoning the block between Ocean 
and Walnut Avenues and N and O Streets from single family 
residential to multiple family residential.

Governor Brown 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Edmund Brown Jr., promising a 
' new spirit of hope and activism" in troubled times, 
acquired the reins of state government today as the 34th 
governor of California and the youngest chief executive in 
112 years. 
The 36-year-old bachelor, who already figures in 
speculations as a potential 1976 presidential contender, also 
became the third Democratic governor of the nation’s most 
populous state this century. 
More than 20 television and 10 radio stations were hooked 
up to broadcast statewide Brown’s inaugural address to a 
joint meeting of the Democratic-controlled Assembly and 
Senate 
He tagged Chief Justice Donald R. Wright of the state 
Supreme Court, an appointee of former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, to administer the oath of office in a jam packed 
Assembly chamber. 
Brown's first day in office started with a prayer breakfast 
hosted by Sacramento civic, business and government lea­ 
ders. It was to end with a private dinner in Los Angeles 
The busy schedule also called for a brief get-acquainted 
conference in San Francisco with locally elected officials 
from Northern California and then a flight to Los Angeles 
for a similar session with Southern California mayors, city 
council members and county supervisors. 
Even as the reserved, introspective Brown launched into 
his official duties, appointees of Republican Reagan 
remained in most high-level state government positions. 
They were asked to stay on the job "for a short period of 
time.” 
While Brown, son of former two-term Gov. Edmund G. 
"Pat” Brown, was the star inaugural attraction a virtually 
new cast of statewide officers —all but one a Democrat — 
prepared to take their oaths of office in separate 
ceremonies.

Brown, who is the youngest California governor since 1863 
when Frederick F. Low was inaugurated at age 35, cam 
paigned on a theme of installing a "new spirit of hope and 
activism” in California Government during a period of 
deepening economic troubles and a political malaise fueled 
by Watergate. 
Brown, who once remarked that his mother "had the good 
sense to name me after my father,” launched his rise in 
politics as a member of the Los Angeles Community College 
Board of Trustees in 1969. 
In 1970, Brown, an attorney and former Jesuit seminarian, 
was elected secretary of state by a margin of 300,000 votes, 
the only Democrat to win partisan statewide office in an 
otherwise all Republican sweep 
He quickly acquired the reputation of an activist, suing 
major oil companies to force disclosure of campaign contri­ 
butions and requiring legislators to file campaign financing 
statements. 
Brown defeated 17 other Democrats for his party’s 
gubernatorial nomination last June and squeezed past 
Republican Houston I. Flournoy by 178,691 votes in the 
general 
election 
As 
governor 
of 
California, 
he 
automatically became a presidential possibility. 
Like Reagan when he took office in 1967, Brown relies on a 
small cadre of confidants and advisers, virtually none of 
them household names in California. Some were active in 
his campaign while others were not. 
Of the seven members of his cabinet, four are attorneys, 
two are women and one is a Mexican-American Of the 16 
major appointments he made so far, nine are lawyers Most 
appointees are in their mid-30s. 
Brown must submit his proposed state budget to the 
legislature on Friday and it is expected to total roughly $11 
billion. The current spending program is about $10.3 billion 
The new governor already has let it be known the "no 
nonsense” budget will be tight.

"But if they (the oil industry) don't move, there’s going to be a 
strike and I guarantee that,” OCAW President A F Grospiron 
said Sunday. 
Negotiations were scheduled to resume today to reach 
agreement before 400 contracts covering 60,000 union workers

Grospiron said a strike would cut refinery production 30 to 40 
per cent and probably would result in spot shortages in some parts 
of the country as current supplies became depleted. 
"We don't like to have strikes, but the offers on the table are 
very inferior,’’ Grospiron said "Our people are ready to go out 
because they feel they are justified in what they are doing ” 
The OCAW, whose members earn an average of $6 85 per hour 
is seeking a three-year contract with hourly pay increases of $1.50 
each year, a 50 per cent per hour "catch up” pay increase, a full 
protection cost of living clause and improvements in pensions, 
hospitalization insurance and vacations 
Grospiron, chairman of the national oil bargaining policy 
committee, said the panel rejected all offers made by the oil 
companies

Poverty study points to 
concentrated wealth in U.S. 


Ford to spend week

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
new poverty study by an arm of 
the U.S. Catholic Church says 
most Americans today can no 
longer afford an average home. 
"Die basic cause of poverty in 
America, according to the 
report, is the powerlessness of 
people over their political and 
economic institutions. 
"The richest 10 per cent of 
the U.S. population receives 
the same total income as the 
bottom 50 per cent, and the top 
per cent receives more income 
than the bottom 20 per cent of 
American citizens,” the report 
said 
In 
the 
present economic 
situation, the report said, ‘ the

American 
can 
no 
longer 
afford 
the 
average 
American home ” 
The study, to be published in 
February 
by 
the 
Roman 


Catholic Campaign for Human 
Development, says more than 
half of all Americans are 
"essentially dependent” upon 
social institutions over which 
they have no control. 
Citing government statistics, 
the report said private control 
of corporate assets, sales and 
production is now so highly 
concentrated 
that 
inflation, 
joblessness and product short­ 
ages inevitably result. 
Illustrating the growing con­ 
centration of economic power 
with Internal Revenue Service 
statistics and other data, the 
report said the top 1.2 per cent 
of American families hold 32.5 
times more investment assets 
than the bottom 60 per cent of 
American households. It also 
said 16 per cent of America’s 
corporations control 75 per cent 
of all manufacturing assets. 


"Productive capability and 
benefitting 
from 
society's 
wealth are not primarily tied to 
work, but to ownership of 
productive resources,” the re­ 
port said. "But the majority of 
American citizens have only 
their labor as their primary 
resources.” 


The report said the present 
American economic 
system 
"guarantees 
inflation” 
and 
stimulates the concentration of 
wealth rather than equitable 
distribution. It suggested land 
reform, tax reform, stronger 
anti trust legislation and redis­ 
tribution of income as possible 
remedies. 


The Campaign for Human 
Development has spent several 
million dollars funding self- 
help projects initiated by the 
poor.

A spokesman said half the 
huge rockets hit a long-range 
communications station and 
the other six crashed into 
civilian homes bordering the 
base.

wounded A dozen homes were 
destroyed. 
Phu Lam, built by American 
signal troops in 1966, is the 
chief relay station for military 
communications in South Viet­ 
nam. No damage was reported 
at the signal site. 
In the last shelling against 
the Saigon area, Communists 
fired two of the six-foot-long 
rockets on.Dec. 20, 1971, into 
the downtown area. There were 
no casualties. The rockets have 
a range of just over six miles. 
The military command said 
Communist troops at war-torn 
Phuoc Binh, 66 miles north of 
Saigon, tried today for the 
fourthtime to oust the last-ditch 
defenders 
and 
gain

control of the city. 
A command spokesman said 
Communist troops occupying 
the rest of the city fired 1,000 
mortar rounds at the concrete 
bunker but failed to destroy the 
facility.

Reform panel chief promises 
strict Prop. 9 enforcement 


SACRAMENTO (UPD- The 
chairman of a newly created 
political reform commission 
says Californians will get strict 
enforcement 
of 
tough 
campaign laws they approved 
to 
govern 
lobbyists 
and 
politicians. 
The Fair Political Practices 
Commission, created when the 
voters last June approved the 
Political Reform Act, Prop, 9, 
will meet for swearing in 
ceremonies Tuesday. 
Daniel 
Lowenstein, 31, 
named 
chairman 
of 
the 
commission 
by 
Gov.-elect 
Edmund 
Brown 
Jr. 
on 
Saturday, 
said 
the 
five- 
member body Tuesday also 
would 
immediately 
begin 
considering 
regulations 
to 
implement the act 
“ The people of California 
want the law enforced,” said 
Lowenstein, an attorney who 
served as a deputy under 
Brown in the secretary of 
state’s office. 
“ I certainly think enforce­ 
ment is one of the most 
important 
functions of the 
commission,” he said. 
The law takes effect Tuesday 
and puts strict spending limita­ 
tions on lobbyists and politi­ 
cians. 
Lobbyists will be limited to 


spending 
$10 a 
month on 
individual public officials, in­ 
cluding legislators, executive 
branch 
policymakers 
and 
candidates for state offices 
The law also limits campaign 
spending, requires officials to 
file periodic conflict-of-interest 
reports, and seeks to negate 
some of the advantages incum­ 
bents have in elections 
Lowenstein said one of the 
first 
problems 
facing 
the 
commission is “ coming up” 
with a definition of the word 
lobbyist and interpreting the 
law ” so they know how to 
comply with the act.” 
He 
estimated 
the 
commission, 
which 
has 
a 
proposed budget of $1 million, 
could have an eventual staff of 
40 to 50 persons. 


Other members of the com­ 
mission are former Congress 
man Jerome Waldie of Antioch 
and San Francisco attorney 
Tony Miller, both Democrats, 
and Mrs. Carol Arth Waters of 
Los Angeles and Sacramento 
lobbyist Richard J. Carpenter, 
both Republicans 
Lowenstein, 
a 
Democrat, 
will receive an annual salary of 
$39,702 as chairman while the 
members will 
receive $100 
while on official business 
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which can be accomplished by a 20 -minute 
lecture once a week ’’

BRATTLEBORO, Vt (U P I) - Jeff 
Wright, 22, a member of the U.S. Nordic 
Ski Team, died Sunday when he lost 
control during a practice jump and 
plunged head first into the side of Harris 
Hill 


Wright, a native of Minneapolis, 
Minn., was practicing for the final event 
of the New Year’s jumping series later 
in the day when the incident occurred 


Wright reportedly began the 70-meter 
jump without difficulty but then twisted 
in flight, with his body and skis going in 
opposite directions. 


He was taken to Brattleboro Memorial 
Hospital 
and 
transferred 
to 
Mary 
Hitchcock Hospital where he was pro­ 
nounced dead on arrival Preliminary 
reports indicate Wright died of a broken 
neck 


The other six members of the U.S. 
team and several other competitors 
pulled out of the event, which was held 
from a lower starting place on the jump 
in an effort to prevent further accidents. 


Wright, a junior history major at 
University of Minnesota who had been 
jumping for 14 years, had remained in 
the U.S. while the rest of the American

joined the U S. "B 
team in 1973,

team last vear. 
His best finish in 1974 was a fourth at 
Eau Claire, Wis.

Mystery surrounds pitcher's death 
Police probe Wilson death 


HOUSTON (U P I) — Homicide detectives today tried to piece 
together events leading to the carbon monoxide poisoning 
deaths Sunday of Houston Astro pitcher Don Wilson and his 5- 
year-old son. 
Wilson’s wife, Bemise, and 9-year-old daughter were over­ 
come by carbon monoxide fumes and hospitalized Mrs. Wilson 
also had suffered a broken jaw 
Juvenile Officer T.L. Trinkle said Dr. F.M Rivers Jr of 
Memorial Hospital Southwest told him Mrs. Wilson gave 
varying accounts of how her jaw was broken. 
At first, Trinkle said, she told Rivers she did not know how it 
was broken. Then she said she might have been struck and 
finally she said she had fallen against a wall a few days earlier. 
“That’s being investigated now,” said Det. Doc Fults. "We 
don’t have any other information yet. Detectives are at the 
house now." 
A preliminary investigation indicated the deaths were 
accidental, officials said, but that was not conclusive. An 
autopsy report was expected by late afternoon. 
Wilson’s body was found in the garage slumped over a 
reclining seat on the passenger side of his sports car. The 
ignition was turned on, but the engine was not running. 
Police believe Wilson, 29. drove into his double garage at 1 
a.m. Sunday and shut the garage door with an automatic door 
closer. Police said the garage was tightly sealed 
Authorities said fumes from the car’s exhaust seeped into the 
master bedroom above the garage where Wilson’s son, Alex, 
was asleep and into an adjoining bedroom where his daughter, 
Denise, slept. 
It was not known where Mrs. Wilson was at the time, but 
police said she did call a neighbor between la m and 1:30a m 
and said she needed help 
She was taken to Southwest 
Memorial Hospital where authorities said she was in shock but 
in fair condition. Denise was taken to Texas Children’s 
Hospital in critical condition 
Authorities also said they did not know how Mrs. Wilson's 
jaw was broken. 


"That is all we know," the homicide spokesman said "An 
autopsy has been ordered Perhaps more on the death and Mrs 
Wilson’s injury can be released today ” 
The hospital spokesman said Wilson and his son died of 
"toxic material — carbon monoxide ” 
Wilson, a righthander known primarily for his fastball, broke 
into the major leagues with the Astros in 1967 and posted a 10-9 
record and a 2.79 ERA During his career, he pitched two no­ 
hitters —a 2-0 victory over the Atlanta Braves in 1967 and a 4-0 
victory over the Cincinnati Reds in 1969 
Wilson came close to hurling a third no-hitter last season

when he went eight innings against the Cincinnati Reds without 
allowing a hit However, he was deprived of a chance to 
complete the nohitter when manager Preston Gomez, with his 
team trailing 2-1, yanked him for a pinchhitter in the Astros’ 
half of the eighth. 
" I respect Preston Gomez as a manager," Wilson said after 
the game " I respect him more than ever tonight He wants to 
win and I want to win as much as he does 
"When people start putting personal goals ahead of the team, 
you 11 never have a winner. I understand how Preston feels. He 
is consistent and I have nothing but admiration for him.” 
Wilson, although he won 15 or more games three different 
seasons, never fulfilled the potential the Astros had predicted 
for him when they signed him as a free agent in 1964 Although 
he posted impressive strikeout totals, injuries often curbed his 
performance and his eight-year record with the Astros was 
only 103-92. 
His best season was 1971 when he went 16-10, struck out 180 
and posted a 2.45 earned run average Last year he was 10-13 
with a 3.07 ERA.

But, before the weekend was over, all 
ended happily on the Spartans' campus 
when Ganakas, referring to the episode 
as a lover's quarrel, reinstated the 
players after a lengthy discussion. 
Both Ganakas and the players denied 
there were any racial implications 
involved The only active player on the 
team not suspended, freshman forward 
Jeff Tropf, is white 


"It is just a matter of two lovers being 
separated for a short period of time,” 
Ganakas said. "Now we're back toge­ 
ther. We came to the conclusion that 
there was nothing to gam in continuing 
the suspension or extending it.” 
The suspended players called the 
whole thing a "misunderstanding.” 


With most of their regular players 
missing the Spartans, who are 64 on the 
season, were never in Saturday’s game 
Tropf finished as the game’s high scorer 
with 21 points, but Indiana built a 53-22 
lead and coasted to its 13th straight 
victory.

Wilson death stuns 
close friend Rader 


Solomon sparks South win 


By MILTON RICHMAN 


NEW ORLEANS (U P I) — If somebody asked 
me to describe Don Wilson, and pinned me down 
to one word, the word would have to be 
“ competitive” because there was this strong 
streak of Jackie Robinson in him which made 
him try to beat you on the baseball field or off 
The Don Wilson I had come to know was full of 
fire, full of mischief, full of life. 
Now he and his five-year-old son Alex, who 
was the apple of his eye, are dead, both victims 
of carbon monoxide poisoning, and the police in 
Houston say they aren’t altogether sure how 
Wilson met his death in the garage of his home, 
but they think it was accidental 
Don Wilson wanted so much out of life, valued 
it so highly, it’s difficult to conceive his taking 
his own. 
He always was so eager for the next ball 
game, the next hurdle, the next day, that it is 
unimaginable thinking of him giving up or not 
wishing to compete anymore. 
He loved to beat the other guy —at anything. 
Don Wilson was tar more complex than most 
ballplayers. 
One Houston player especially close to him 
was Doug Rader, who first learned of Wilson’s 
death from one of his neighbors after coming in 
from fishing Sunday on the St. Lucie River near 
his home in Stuart, Fla 
If you know Doug Rader at all, you know he 
gives you an honest count, both sides of the coin, 
and he does so in the most straightforward way 
he can. He does the same thing talking about 
Don Wilson 
“ I’ve known him since 1965.” says the Astros’ 
third baseman. “ I ’ve played with him in the 
minors and the majors and I’ve seen him at his 
best and at his worst. 


“ I loved this man dearly when I was in the 
minors and when he first came up in the big 
leagues, but then for two or three years he 
became bitter. The most heart-breaking thing to 
me, the shame of it all, is that he had overcome 
his bitterness, and he was now again the man he 
used to be. the one I knew at first. 
“ What made him bitter? I ’d say he was a little 
disillusioned with people. He was a very 
sensitive, warm person, and very often the bad 
element in some people would disappoint him 
tremendously.” 
At times, the 29-year-old fastballer from 
Compton, Calif., would go into a shell. He didn't 
always offer any reason either. 
“ A lotta people thought Don Wilson was a 
militant, but it wasn’t true,” says Doug Rader 
“ He was just a very defensive individual I've 
seen him go to hospitals, and I've seen how he 
was with people there. I've seen him with those 
who were severely handicapped, and with old 
people, those whose days were limited One 
thing you have to say about Don Wilson, he had 
empathy with other people. 
“ I also saw him last summer when he pitched 
eight hitless innings against Cincinnati and he 
was pulled out of the game We all knew how he 
felt, but he was very understanding of the 
situation. He removed himself from the area 
until he got his wits about him and when he did 
he thought the manager had done the right 
thing.” 
Doug Rader paused a moment 
“ I’ve heard all kinds of crazy things, rumors, 
about how Don Wilson died,” he said. “ I don't 
care what anyone says, I ’ll never believe he 
killed himself. He loved life too much His death 
simply had to be an accident I'd stake my life 
on that.”

Trade bill politics 


NEW YORK - Passage of the "trade 
bill’ by Congress is an almost too perfect 
case study of political irresponsibility in 
a time of economic crisis. 


The vote was overwhelmingly for the 
bill: 72 to 4 in the Senate and 323 to 36 in 
the House From this near unanimity, 
you might think that there was nothing 
much to debate on the subject. Yet, 
quite the contrary is true. 


For the last dozen years, desperate 
controversy has revolved around U.S. 
trade policy. We have become an island 
of free trade in a protectionist sea. Two 
of the world’s great economic power 
centers — Europe’s Common Market 
and Japan — did not turn out to be the 
great buyers of American goods we 
expected them to be Quite the opposite: 
by tariff and non-tariff barriers they 
effectively closed their doors on goods 
made in the U.S.A. 


For decades now, 
the U.S. 
has 
officially tried to negotiate lower tariffs 
around the world — without success. 
The high tariff walls of the other 
countries have paid off for them: to 
penetrate those walls, great American 
corporations close plants here to export 
production and jobs to other countries. 
These corporations are "protectionist” 
over there and "free trade" over here. 


This export of jobs has added well 
over 
a 
million 
jobless 
to 
our 
unemployment rolls. Unions in boots, 
shoes, flatware, glassware, men’s and 
women’s apparel, electronics, plastics, 
toys, novelties, rubber goods, cameras, 
steel 
fabrication, 
bicycles 
and 
— 
increasingly — in heavy production like 
autos, have seen jobs evaporate. 


Cattlemen have asked for regulation 
of 
meat 
imports; 
dairymen 
for 
restraints on cheese imports 


On the other hand, there are well 
organized 
interests that 
favor our 
p re se n t 
situ a tio n 
T here 
are 
multinational corporations who produce 
in protected markets using poverty 
labor to sell in the U.S. with its high- 
wage buying power There are the big 
wholesalers and importers who buy 
cheap there and sell dear here for a 
pretty profit 


Virtually every special interest in the 
country is affected by the trade bill and. 
over the years, has had its hour to howl 
in hearings before Congress But all this 


is blandly glossed over in the easy 
passage of the trade bill. 


The reason is politics. The bill boils 
down to a delegation of power to the 
President of the United States to do as 
he pleases about trade — raise or lower, 
give or take, make nice-nice or talk 
nasty-nasty. By placing the burden on 
the 
Presidential 
shoulders, 
each 
Congressman 
can now 
walk 
more 
lightly. He does not have to say no to any 
constituent. 
The 
representative 
or 
senator 
merely 
has 
to 
refer 
his 
petitioner to the President

WEST UNION, W VA. - <NEA> - 
Each afternoon of the work week, as 
many as 50 elderly residents of rural 
Doodridge County gather at a hall near a 
railroad track to eat, compliments of 
the U.S. government, what for many is 
their only hot meal of the day.

forms alone, she adds, that many old 
people disqualify themselves rather 
than expend the effort and frustration — 
often once a month — to sign 
up. 
Grumps Nutter: "at one time they used 
to be able to take forms to someone else 
for help; now they have this new rule 
where the forms must be filled out in the 
welfare office and so many of the 
neediest just won’t bother ” 
Then there is the federal trip stamp 
program It was devised to allow older 
people 
with 
low 
incomes 
to take 
advantage 
of local 
transportation 
systems at reduced rates. Fine. Only 
here in Doodridge County, and in 
thousands of other areas of the nation, 
there is no transportation system. "We 
don’t have as much as a taxi in West 
Union,” says Nutter. “ If we did the 
driver would have to fill out so many 
forms to get on the program he probably 
wouldn’t join anyway." 
There is of course a certain amount of 
grim 
humor 
derived 
from 
the 
inconsistencies 
and 
confusions 
of 
federal assistance programs. But quite 
regularly 
there 
are 
some 
serious 
results: Lacking flexibility or efficiency 
the programs 
shrink or die, leaving 
those who have benefitted stranded or 
wounded. Such may be the case with 
food stamps, as example. 
"There wouldn’t be no need to cut it 
back if they’d just straighten it out," 
says an old gentleman here on the edge 
of his salad. "As it is it’s open to every 
Tom, Dick and Harry in the world. If 
they tightened it up, ran it only for those 
who really needed it, like us old folks, 
there wouldn’t be no worry now.” 
But there is worry. Much of it. And not 
only for food stamps and Medicare but 
many other programs that keep the old 
of Doodridge County alive.

nutritional program can continue in 
light of inflation. Ruth Nutter says she 
could stretch the budget of soliciting 
free food from the eaters — "Lots of

program regulations forbid it. 
"Someday," sighs an oldster getting 
up from the table, " I’m going to go to 
Washington with ten cans of beechnut — 
and spit on every floor in the city."

Common ground

Garbage 
collection 


There’s more to collecting garbage 
than just upending the can. In fact, with 
the new city rules on maximum weights 
for home garbage cans, there’s more to 
even that than you’d imagine. 
Venice has its canals and Lompoc its 
alleys. And both serve the same function 
— getting rid of the garbage. 
Keeping 
Lompoc's 
alleys looking 
more like minor access roads and less 
like rubble heaps has 
arisen as a concern of 
the City Council. The 
council 
is seriously 
considering 
once-a- 
week 
g a r b a g e 
collection instead of 
the present twice-a- 
week schedule. This 
would be done to stave 
off a full 50 cent 
increase for monthly 
garbage 
collection 
rates in December, 
which would be in 
addition to the 50 cent 
hike 
next month 
The February increase 
hasn’t been enacted yet, but its chances 
are excellent. Fuel, equipment and 
other cost explosions are driving the 
city’s "solid waste fund" into penury 
The fund stands to lose $36,000 this year 
unless something is done. 
"Solid waste," by the way, is garbage 
in the perfumed administrative parlance 
of municipal memos 
The council will entertain the prospect 
of once-a-week collection and the rate 
increase at a public hearing at 7:30 p m 
tomorrow night at City Hall Auditorium, 
in the rear at 119 West Walnut Avenue. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers has 
told the panel that collecting the city’s 
refuse once a week instead of twice will 
save $36,000 to $40.000 
This is a 
handsome savings and it would be 
largely achieved by laying off three city 
sanitation employes. Saving the 600 
gallons of fuel per month wouldn’t hurt 
either 
Wahlers 
says 
that 
once 
weekly 
garbage collection is "the standard level 
of service in most communities." 
The administrator promises, though, 
that junkier alleys may well be one of 
the costs of slashing the pickup schedule 
and part of the sanitation staff 
Not all of the residences in the city 
have alleys from which garbage is 
collected These people are required to 
bring their laden trash cans to the street 
frontage of their property on collection 
days and remove the cans after the 
garbagemen empty them Wahlers’ view 
is that to keep alleys clean on the 
reduced pickup schedule, they will have 
to be treated like streets That is, people 
with alleys would have to be convinced 
or browbeaten into storing their garbage 
cans away from the alley until collection 
day. 
This, doubtless, would frost many of 
the people whose back fences contain 
recesses for easy, 
if also messy, 
garbage can stowage and pickup 
City Attorney Alan Davidson told the 
council at a noon study session that he 
could do a lot^o clean up local alleys by 
simply writing home owners about 
dumpy conditions and letting their civic 
guilt take hold Whole blocks of alleys 
can be cleaned up with a few letters, 
Davidson said 
The once weekly garbage collection 
doubtless will save money for the city, 
but there are some possible costs for 
residents Homes that generate a lot of 
garbage for example, may find under 
the trimmed down schedule that they’re 
putting out about twice as much as can 
be carted off. These residents or their 
landlords will then be obliged to buy one 
or more new cans at $8 or so apiece (30 
gallon size i. 
Even crueler might be the case if the 
council decides to go to a once weekly 
collection plan for a trial period. 
Without any doubt at all, many people 
wouldn’t get the word that the short 
collection is a test and will go out and 
buy the new trash cans. 
If then the plan doesn’t work out and 
the twice-weekly schedule is reinstated, 
these people will be out not only the 
increased collection rates but $16 for a 
pair of unnecessary new garbage cans as 
well. 
The council has foreseen this possible 
snag in the resolution it will consider 
tomorrow night, which will call for the 
February 50 cent hike and also set up a 
committee to study the once weekly 
plan. The council, you could say, doesn’t 
want to peel off the second weekly 
collection without getting to the rind of 
the m atter and decide on firm grounds. 
Another problem, perennially, is that 
of the elderly citizen who lives at both a 
slower pace of life and a more modest 
fixed income, consumes and produces 
tiny amounts of water and garbage 
respectively but is still charged a hefty 
and rising minimum rate. 
All council members would like to 
give this citizen a break on his or her 
utilities, but the roadblock, Wahlers 
says, is the administrative nightmare it 
would be to try and identify and 
separately bill all of these people, 
keeping track of their correct address, 
etc. etc. 
The garbage collection committee, if 
formed tomorrow night with the passage 
of the resolution, would also look into 
this tangled area.
